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2. Claims Nos.: 
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As described in Box C, it has been made clear that neither ^alicyclic or 
aromatic polyamides exhibiting percent transmission of 80% or above over the 
wavelength region pf 450 nm to 700 via' nor polyamides satisfying the general 
formula set forth in claim 6 are novel. Thus, there is no common matter among 
the above independent claims which is considered as a special technical feature 
within the meaning of PCT Rule 13.2, second sentence . 
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
